It can be set 
up at any desired point, and when in position 
the uprights are rendered firmly stationary by 
means of guy ropes. The principle of the con- 
trivance appears to be exactly the same as that 
of the Gray machine, the barrier in each being 
carried away from the horses uo an inclined 
plane instead of swinging on arms out and 
above the horses. The entire apparatus weighs 
only 185 pounds, and thus is easily movable.
